Joseph coutiau- 
ed to direct the affairs of Egypt for about 
hvenly years after the famine, and the He¬ 
brews must have advanced in comfort, wealth 
and improvement. Pharaoh therefore saw 
mat either he must expel the Hebrews—or 
amalgamate them with the Egyptians—or his 
own people would become subject to the He¬ 
brews—or he must make slaves of them.

Pharaoh thought, possibly, that even if it 
was wrong at first to enslave the Hebrews, 
he is not to blame for it. That was done long 
before he was born! He found them in slave¬ 
ry, and he held them as his property. The 
whole habits of the Egyptians, and iheir “do¬ 
mestic institutions,” are such that slavery is a 
necessary evil. They cannot do without it. 
D is hard to make him pay for the faults of 
his forefathers, and to give up what lie had 
received as property by inheritance. 

Besides, natural and personal rights 
not then so well understood as they now 
None maintained the doctrine, that "personal 
liberty is an unalienable right,” which i 
can take or withhold from us, under a plea of 
properly. Less was given to Pharaoh, as to 
knowledge, and less was received; and there¬ 
fore he is less responsible, and less guilty. 

That the miracles wrought rendered Pha¬ 
raoh altogether inexcusable, is admitted.— 
i it not equally true, that as those 
. s prove God’s displeasure ngaiust Pha¬ 
raoh and the Egyptians for enslaving Israel, 
so they directly prove the general truth, that 
all who enslave others, or hold them in slave- 
whnt is offensive to God? Pharaoh 
ignorant Pagan; hut it is plain, God 
hates oppression. 

Pharaoh did wrong in ensuing Israel, 
id in persevering in it. However plausible 
his excuses, they availed not. The event 
proved that it would have been better for 
Egypt never to have enslaved Israel. It

„ time that could be named. Not only did 
the Hebrews go our, but they spoiled the £- 
gyptians; and the attempt to drive them back, 
involved the whole military force, with Pha¬ 
raoh at its head, in ruin.

Presbyterian Church—Old School. 

An anti-slavery convention of members of 
this church was held at Cincinnati, May 14, 
and discussed the question of church duties 
connected with slavery for two or three days, 
and adopted a memorial to the general assem¬ 
bly. A resolution was proposed declaring the 
course of the assembly in past years, acknowl- 
edging slavery to be an evil, and yet keeping 
slaveholders in fellowship, to involve many 
of the principles by which the Scriptures des¬ 
ignate the man of sin. 

Rev. James H. Dickey, of Illinois, believed 
true. Members of the assembly had long 
deplored “tbe evils of slavery,” and yet push 
them right up to it, and many of them come 
right out aud defend slavery as an institution 
if God. 

Rev. Mr. Rogers wished it softened, but be¬ 
lieved it was true. 

Rev. Dr. Crothers did t 
kindness which, like Eli, ( 

■s so as neither to offend 
The resolution was adopted. 

The second resolution declared that the 
convention had no disposition to secede from 
the Presbyterian church, yet recognized the 
possibility of a secession beiug made necessa¬ 
ry by a persevering adherence to slaveholders 
1 part of the assembly. 

Dickey feared the allusion to secession. 
He did not believe in withdrawing from the 
Presbyterian church, but it might become 
necessary to forsake the general assembly, 
which, though he had no objection to it, he 
did not consider a necessary part of the Pres¬ 
byterian church. 

Dr. Crothers had no objection to the assem¬ 
bly if they would not be composed in part of 
—he must say it—men-stoalers; for men- 
stealers they are. The man who steals his 
lighbor’s dog, is a dog-stealer—he who steals 
s neighbor’s wife and child, is a man-stealer. 
Rev. Mr. Aten said that the course of the 

_senibly itself has been a secession. 'The 

constitution of the Presbyterian church is an¬ 
ti-slavery—and if faithfully carried out, there 
could not be a slaveholder in the church any 
more than there could be a dancing master, or 
any other offender not explicitly named in 
Scripture.

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years that immediately succeeded 
the Declaration of Peace, constituted ihe he¬ 
roic age of the United States. It was-ihe age 
of military hands and bards; when those who 
had been peaceful citizens in the war, become 
valorous soldiers, and charged the air with 
long umlulatiiigrowsofbayonets, and scorched 
the trees and clouds themselves with the vi' 
lainous saltpetre.

His exulting parents respond 
to this reward of merit, and give him a cou¬ 
ple of India crackers or a copper. If the lat- 
•j a military fund is established, and the 
xt day at noon, goose quills loaded with 
powder are shooting about the school-house 
floor. More extensive operations in the fas- 
oatiug combustible succeed. A contribution 
levied upon all fusible things in the cellar, 
kitchen and garret, and the next week, when 
the first class of boys arise to read, every 
mother’s son of them has a leaden plummet, 
a pewter button or the handle of a pewter 
mug in his pocket for some patriotic object.—

To the Editor,—As I passed through this 
city a short titne since, on my way to 
iork, oil business relating solely to mj 
private interests, you were pleased t< 
nounce my presence in this part of the W u n , 
try, and your reasons for it, in these terms:— 
“James G. Birney passed through our city 
“yesterday. When last among us, he was 
“ laboring as an abolition candidate for presi- 
“ dent, to promote the election of Mr. Polk, 
so that Texas might be annexed to the 
Union. He is now, it is said, proceeding to 
1 a convention which contemplates the disso- 
“ lution of the Union. This certainlypre- 
“ serves the consistency, while it carries for- 
“ ward the principles of that patriotic and 
philanthropic presidential aspirant.” 

Such an article appearing in the Evening 
Journal cannot be passed by without a delib¬ 
erate notice. I owe it to myself and to vc 
readers, to make that notice a respectful oi 
Ihe boldest falsehoods, springing from 
speetable authority and resolutely persisted 
will at last begin to be believed—almost by the 
fabricators themselves. The charge of “bar- 
gain and corruption,” made against Mr. Clay 
and Mr. Adams, is a well known instance, 
verifying the truth of the remark. So are 
likely to become the charges made against me 
in the foregoing article in the Journal, unless 
they he promptly contradicted, and their false¬ 
hood exposed. As the charge that I was “la¬ 
boring” last year “to promote the election of I 
Mr. Polk, so that Texas might be annexed to 
the Union,” applies with equal force to all the 
members of the Liberty party whose faithful¬ 
ness remained rooted during the tornado of the 
late presidential canvass, my reply shall be 
for them as well as for myself. 

The Liberty party is the offspring of the 
iti-slavery societies that had been formed 
throughout the free States ud to 1839. It was 
brought forward, not because it was to he a 
party—not because it was desirable, for its 
sake—but as a matter of sheer necessity 
the only untried means of saving our yet 
gallant ship from the disgraceful and reckless 
pilotage of bucaneers, who, in an evil hour, , 
had possessed themselves of the helm, and of | 
swaying her course toward the pure, deep 
waters of universal liberty and universal right, 
pointed out to us by onr fathers in the decla¬ 
ration of’76. The anti-slavery societies, em¬ 
bodying the ami-slavery spirit of the country, 
had made trial of the existing political parties 
—appealing to both of them in the most earn- 
:t aud friendly terms, to relieve the country, 
i far as they could constitutionally do so,from 
the guilt and shame and cost of slavery—and 
to clear away from the administration of its 
affairs, the blast and mildew of slaveholding 
control. We “interrogated” their candidates 
at the outset—observing toward those of both 
parties, the most scrupulous fairness and im¬ 
partiality. We received in return, at first, 
promises, that were never kept; next, argu¬ 
ments,disingenuous,hair-splitting, sophistical, 
without poiut or aim—the furniture of petti¬ 
foggers, not of statesmen; and last, nothing at 
all. We petitioned Congress—our names 
were vilified, our petitions scouted at, and, as 
if to mock us, the very right of petition was 
struck down and trampled under foot by both 
parties, as they respectively possessed the 
power of maintaining it. Northern senators 
and representatives, with here and there an 
honorable exception, cowered before slave- 
holding braggadocios, us spaniels before the 
larger species of their race. The distribution 
of the surplus revenue—of the net proceeds of I 
the sales of the public lands, according to the 
three-fifths rule of slave representation, by 
which the slaveholders, only because they were 
slaveholders, got the lion’s share—the law for 
the armed occupation of Florida—our Indian 
relations and treaties—money appropriations 
-appointments to office—the navy—the army 
fine, the whole drift of legislation, fickle and 
unsteady though it was, convinced us that so 
completely subjugated had become the great 
body of the northern members, both Demo¬ 
cratic and Whig, that any longer to expect of 
them art honorable vindication of the equal 
rights of the North, and the rescue of the gov¬ 
ernment from the grasp of those who are 
trained daily to despise the principles on 
which it is founded, would have been evi¬ 
dence of our weakness and of our incapacity 
to Conduct a great national movement to a 
happy consummation. 

It wus this one conviction—slowly and reluct¬ 
antly admitted—that both the existing parties 
were wholly unworthy of being trusted in any 
matter connected with human freedom or 
northern rights, that drove us to the formation 
of the Liberty party, as the sole remaining 
hope of good for the country, or of freedom 
for the slave. Its bond of union—its great 
central object—was the same as had bound 
together the anti-tslavery societies —the entire 
abolition of slavery in the United Slates; in¬ 
volving, of course, the overthrow of the po¬ 
litical power of the slaveholders. Nothing 
short of this was to be “the end and sea-mark 
of our utmost sail.” We foresaw that our 
work would he a long and a hard one, by rea¬ 
son of the torpifying influence which both the 
Whig and Democratic parties had exercised 
over the public sensibilities. It was a matter 
of small concernment to us, hy which of these 
mercenary bands the “spoils” were carried 
away at each succeeding contest. Not ex¬ 
pecting early success, the elections for a long 
time to come were to be regarded by us main¬ 
ly as occasions for ascertaining the progress 
of otlr principles in the community, the in¬ 
crease of our numbers, aud as tests of the 
fidelity of our friends. 

Our organization as a party was in 1839- 
two years after the full development of the 
iniquitous scheme of Texas annexation. We 
are quite aware of this scheme. We knew 
how greatly the obstacles to abolition would

“But why not, in order to carry or defeat a 
particular measure that we approve or con¬ 
demn, unite ourselves for the occasion to one 
of the other parties?”

If we should propose uniting with 
the Whigs, such of the Liberty party mm 
had formerly been Democrats, would 
fly off from us, and return to the Democratic 
party. So would it be if the case wet 
versed. Nor could they ever again be . 
shailed as a Liberty party. You, Mr. Editor, 
are competent to judge in such matters, hav¬ 
ing once as a member of a small party in this 
State, submitted to the process of absorption

AN IMPORTANT PRINCIPLE. 

Liberty men, until the decision of the Su¬ 
preme Court in the case of Prigg, were in the 
habit of adopting the principle of strict con- 
struction, in interpreting the Constitution,— 
Where no power was directly conferred upon 
Congress, to carry out any provision, and 
where no power was plainly implied, they 
looked to the States for legislation to make it 
effectual. 

I hus, the three clauses which constitute the 
second section of the fourth article of the Con¬ 
stitution of the United States, securing to the

...ninoed erroneous. The highest judicial tri¬ 
bunal of the country has decided that “the 
mere recognition oi a right without the means 
to enforce it is delusive.” It held, in a par¬ 
ticular case, that a certain right having been 
secured in general terms to the slaveholder. 
Congress, although no power was directly 
conferred upon it to act, was bound to legis¬ 
late for the enforcement of that right. 

Judge Read,-of the Supreme Court in his 
late decision in the case of Hoppess, stated 
still more distinctly the principle which gov¬ 
erned the Supreme Court of the U. States in 
the Prtgg ease. He said: 

“When the Constitution of tbe United 
States imposes a duty or secures a right. Con¬ 
gress is empowered to enact such laws us are 
necessary to enforce the one and secure the 
other.” 

Now we wish our readers to keep this prin¬ 
ciple distinctly in view, and say whether the 
following interferences be not unavoidable. 

1 he first two are already admitted. 'I he 
rest must be admitted, or the principle held 
unsound. 

1. “Congress is empowered” to enforce the 
delivery of fugitives from justice. 

2. “Congress is empowered” to secure the 
right of recapturing fugitives from service. 

3. “Congress is empowered” to secure to 
the citizens of each State the privileges and 
immunities of citizens in the several States. 
Why not? This is a right secured in pre¬ 
cisely the same form in which the rights in re¬ 
lation to fugitive slaves and fugitive criminals 

lured. 

Congress is empowered” to legislate so 
that no person in any of the States “shall be 
deprived of life, liberty, or property, without 
due process of law'.” This is a sacred right 
secured by the Constitution—and by the re¬ 
peated decisions of our highest Courts, slaves 
always regarded by the Constitution as 
persons. Congress is therefore empowered to 
jirovide by law that no person shall be hence¬ 
forth reduced to slavery—for no one pretends, 
that of the sixty or seventy thousand children 
born every year of slave parents, a single one 
is ever deprived of its liberty by due process 
of law.

pears to have been bestowed 
upon the construction of school houses. It is 
only within the last fifteen or twenty years, 
that some minds have been led to inquire 
whether improvements could not be made in 
the location and interior arrangement of these 
buildings, which would better fit them for the 
purpose for which they are designed. More 
recently still, this subject with others affecting 
the character of public schools, has awakened 
much attention in some sections of our coun¬ 
try. In Massachusetts, since the establish¬ 
ment of the Board of Education, whilst their 
public schools have been making great ad¬ 
vancement, corresponding efforts have been 
made to improve their school-houses, and 
have been attended with great success- It is 
stated in the recent annual report of the inde¬ 
fatigable Secretary of the Massachusetts 
Board of Education, that since 1887, the ap¬ 
is for building and repairing school 
tie by different towns aud school 
districts in that State, amounted to an aggre¬ 
gate of between 900,000 and $1,000,000. The 
old half-finished, inconvenient, ill-contrived 
and often gloomy looking school house, is fast 
giving way to new, convenient, well cor 
structed, well warmed and ventilated, pleas 
mt and attractive buildings. In other Stutes, 
inquiry is awakened, and the public tniud is 
tno'-e or less interested, in the subject of 
school house reform. The village of Hallow- 
ell, which is justly acquiring the reputation ol 
having as good public schools as any iu the 
State, should not be backward in making 
such judicious expenditures to improve our 
school rooms as appear to be necessary to fit 
them for the eud designed. 

Amongst the requisites of a good school 
room, may be enumerated the following: 

1st. Location. This should be central, for 
the convenience of those who are to attend; 
retired, to avoid the disturbance and the dan¬ 
ger incident to public streets; healthy and 
pleasant, and having a suitable mclosure jot 
recreation. , 

2d. Interior arrangement. 1 he room should
